At present tine, flizhts from Khartoum to the West Coast of Africa have been 
blocked oy Chad's refusal to frant overflights.

A. CA-67h, sent to Rabat, Dakar, Lagos, Paris, should be/sx2ixmmeed as 
quicaly as possible cnd cabled resoonses sent soonest, 
B. In countries where arreenents now in force, πάγῃ level approach snould 
be made seeking srohibiticn of throurh flirhts direct to Cuba or to Cuba via South 
Anerica. Should it prova iipractical to secure these dlanket assurances our retreat 
position should be to urre denial of onvard flirhts carryinr military equipnent 
of any type.

For Accra~Janaxo-Conaxry: In view of the avowed policy of nonealipnnent of the 
Government of Guinea (Mali and Ghand) and consequent intention to avoid scrusuloug 
involvement in the Cold War, the U.S. Governicat is confident that the Governments 
of Guinea (Mali and Ghana) will not (rat not) permit the use of its territory, 
including overflirnts for thie transport by aircraft of tha Soviet Union and its 
allies of arms, munitions and other inplements of war destined for Cuba. To 
assist the Goverment of Guinea (Mala and Ghana) in icentifyiny material of this 
type the U.S. Governnent would be willing to make competent technical personnel 
available. 

For Laros ἃ Monrovia: While it douhtfel Soviets will plan use routes 
throurn Liseria & Nigeria nevertheless U.5, request to refuse overflirhts should 
be made. 

For UAM Statess Nirer ἃ Senegal only UaM countries in which Soviets have air 
agreement or overflirht germission. otwever, sara approach as indicated above for 
Lagos and Monrovia should be made by Niaxey. Dakar Embassy snould wake stronrest 
possible representations as to key airport from which principal air shioment may 
jump off for Cuba.
